The particulars of each department will be found under their respective 
heads. It may be stated generally that the efficiency and interest of 
the institution continue to be fully maintained. 

The increased facilities afforded by the completion of the Rotunda 
Lecture Room have been availed of to a large extent, as is shown below, 
the numbers in attendance having been in many cases such as to crowd 
the building in an inconvenient manner. 

Encouraged by the popularity of these lectures, it has been determined 
by the Council, on the motion of Mr. Stewart, to provide courses of 
similar lectures in other parts of the City. For this purpose a grant 
has recently been made by the City Council. 

The building for the extension of the Walker Art Gallery has made 
considerable progress, and it is expected it will be ready for opening 
during the current year. 

Many visits by distinguished persons from abroad have been paid 
during the year, amongst which may be mentioned the Officers of the 
Indian Contingent and the Envoys from Madagascar.

REPORT. 

During the past year two Catalogues have been issued in this Depart- 
ment of the Museum, one of the Prehistoric Antiquities and Ethnography, 
and the other of the Mediaeval and later Antiquities, including the Mather 
collection of objects relating to the Bonaparte Family. A Catalogue of 
the Pottery and Porcelain is now in course of preparation. Consider- 
able additions have been made to the Ethnographical Department, and a 
permanent gallery for the Ethnographical Collection is being provided 
in the extension of the Walker Art Gallery. Preparations are now being 
made for a Loan Exhibition of objects illustrating the History of Navi- 
gation, to be held during the present year in connection with this depart- 
ment.

The Gallery has been open to the public on 259 days, and closed for 
cleaning and re-arrangement on 54 days. 

470,243 persons have visited the Gallery during the year, being a 
daily average of 1,815. Of this number 69,786 paid for admission to 
the Autumn Exhibition, and the total also includes 6,952 pupils from 
schools of various denominations, admitted free by invitation of the 
Committee. There has been a considerable increase in the attendance 
of Art Students, who have the privilege of copying, under certain restric- 
tions, the works forming the permanent collection, the average on the 
Students' day being 24, as against 14 last year. 

The Descriptive Catalogue compiled by the Curator has met with a 
large sale, more than 11,000 copies having been sold since its publica- 
tion in July, 1881. 

The Committee acceeded to a request from the Council of the Royal 
Academy to lend the picture by Rossetti, entitled " Dante's Dream," 
for the exhibition of that artist's works at Burlington House, where it 
has been accorded the place of honour. They have also lent to the 
Yorkshire Fine Art Society, Crofts' "Evening of the Battle of Waterloo," 
and "The Old Man's Treasure," by Prof. Carl Gussow. These will 
shortly be returned to their places in the collection.
